SAFE ANTENNA AND CABLE CONNECTION 

An outside antenna or cable system must be 
properly grounded to provide some protection 
against built up static charges and voltage 
Section 810 of the National Electrical 
Code, ANSI/NFPA 70 (in Canada, 
part 1 of the Canadian Electrical 
Code) provides intormation 
regarding proper grounding of the 
mast and supporting structure, 
grounding of the lead-in wire to an 
antenna discharge unit, size of 
grounding conductors, location of

connection to grounding electrodes, and requirements for the grounding electrode.

1 POWER SOURCE CAUTION 

Operate only from power source indicated on unit 
or in this manual.

2 POWER CORD PLUG 

For safety, this unit comes with a polarized 
type plug (one wide blade), or a three-wire 
grounding type plug. 

POLARIZED PLUG CAUTION: 

If it cannot be 
fully inserted, try reversing it. If it still will not fit, 
have an electrician install the proper wall outlet.
